THE LEAD 
Many leads fail to realize the imr 


a prosperity greater portance of their position on the 


| rink. ‘Oh, it doesn’t matter much 
;Whether I get the broom or not, as 
‘long aS my weight is good!” is a 
‘common saying- But it is not so. It 
‘may be quite true that weight IS the 
‘ost needful requirement of a good 
lead—except, perhaps, his sweeping 
ability—but the fact remaias that if 
‘a lead’s rocks do not lie nearly 
where the skip calls for them to lic, 
the skip’s plans are upset and he 
must alter his line of attack, or it 
may put him on the d-finsive from 
the first shot, which, when opposing 
rinks are evenly matched, often 
means defeat. It is well for a lead 
to bear in mind that a chain is no 
stronger than its weakest link—and 
a curling rink is similar. Let the 
weak link be the lead and it becomes 
almost as hard to win as if the 
‘weakness is the skip, because your 
‘opponents always.have you ‘‘on the 
run’; you never have a chance to 
score a big ond, while a miss or two 
‘on your part “presents” a large tally 
‘to the enemy. Tpus an ideal lead is 
‘one who quickly is ready to shoot. 
‘He gets the broom and the weight. 
'He sweeps without grumbling only 
‘when ordered to do so by his skip, 


and by the same order immediately | 


‘stops. And he keeps his mouth shut. 
THE SECOND MAN 


In some respects the second posi- 
tion is the most, important on the 
rink. Lf g second shot misses, the 
rock usually is wasted by going 
through the house, or worse than 
wasted by lying around in front as a 
guard to the opposing shot. For us-

THE THIRD MAN 


Almost all skips who have ‘‘clean-

or better than, themselves—so far as 
the actual playing of their rocks is 
concerned. The third man must be able 
to play a good draw shot—to curl well 
in behind rocks in front, or to fill up 
a port. He frequently also is called 
‘upon for a fast running shot general- 
Jy to open up the house. His import- 
ance cannot be overestimated. But 
the quality he requires most of all 
‘is diplomacy. He needs to be the 
| “good fellow’ of the rink. In tho 
course of an evenly contested match 
'vory often feeling runs high and quite 
unintentionally the skip may pass a 
remark that ‘‘peeves’’ the lead or 
second man. Here is where the vice- 
skip should come in—to pour on the 
oil, making light of complaints and 
‘encouraging everyone, including tho 
skip, when the game is going wrong.

And 
try to forget the reputation of the 
rink you are playing, whether it is 
good or bad. It is just as dangerous 
‘to underestimate an oppon:nt as to 
fear him. The best way is to play the 
|game for gll that’s in you all tho 
time whether you are up or down. 
“Rive” ends, even among good play- 
,ers, are not so very rare, and a 
“five’’ end alters the whole aspect 
of a game—so fight, fight, fight to 
ithe last rock.

INSURANCE COMPANIES 


Insurance companies are dealt with 
:in gnother way. Those not domicile, 
in Canada, but doing business here, 
will be required to invest in Domin- 
ion securities the amount of money 
Iwhich they require gs deposits during 
1916 and 1917 to secure the policy 
holders of the Dominion. 

in the case of the Canadian com- 
panies, they will be required to ip- 
vest in Dominion securities all the 
jncrease in their net ledger assets 
during 1915 and 1916 after making 
provision for the increase in foreign 
reserve and policy loans. 
| The minister estimated, that the 
amount of this investment which will 
be available for the uses of the Do- 
‘mipion will be about $18,000,000. 


TARIFF CHANGES 


The only tariff changes proposed by 
the minister is an additional duty of 
fifty cents per barrel on apples and 
a duty of half a cent per gallon on 
refined petroleum and vils other than 
‘jNuminating and lubricating. The 
former duty was 74 per cent ad val- 
jorem. 
| By war profit and business taxes, 


it is expected that from $20,000,000 l 


to $0,000,000 will be securcd. From 
the duties on oils it is estimated 
that about half a million will be 
reaped. 

In that part of his budget devoted 
to a summary of financial conditions, 
Sir Thomas Vchite announced a sur 
plus of revenue over ordinary expen- 
lditure of $45,000,000.

‘Letter From Rev. W. H. 
Fanning-Harris 


February 3, 1916 

| My dear Mr. Carswell,—Just a few 
lines to let you know how things are 
faring with me, since I saw you last. 

We reached Montreal twenty-eight 
hours late, being delayed by a bad 
| wreek just east of Fort William, ar- 
riving, there on Wednesday 
morning. Luckily the boat's sailing 
was delayed. till Saturday night so 
it made no difference. I found my 
wife and brother waiting for me at 
Montreal and so had a little time 
‘there with them, leaving Montreal 
next day. On arriving at St. John I 
found eight other parsons bound on 
the same mission as myself, on of 
whom I knew at Trinity College, 
: Toronto. 
| We had a very stormy voyage, but 
.T am glad to say that J was not seq 
sick and never missed a meal, though

T also saw Major (Dr.) Wilson 
who has been senior Chaplain at 
Bramshott, he did not leave with the 
12th, but is to remain there for a 
jwhile and then expects to go to 
France.

Harry White and Mrs. White, 
and came back to London with her, 
He of course had to go with the boys 
in the special. They are both looking 
well. The Rev. Mr. Creighton, late of 
Alix is back here from the Dardan- 
elles on sick loave and we had a nice 
visit together.

Cotton Farmer Better Off Than Some- 
j times Appears 


According to Mr. C, E. Nash, the 
president of a hardware concern in 
Fort Worth, Texas, the farmers should 
hot hold all their cotton because of 
low prices prevailing as a result of 
the war. He says: 

i “It is said that a fdrmer cannot 
false cotton at less than 10 cents per 
pound, yet .iany a farmer got rich, or 
at least independent, raising’ it at 7 
cents, and that at a time when he 
fold all he raised at a lower profit 
than is the case to-day, while he paid 
foore for what he purchased. We 
five you the following comparisons: 

He buys a hoe for 60c. that used

He buys a file at 15c, that used to 
fost 36c.

We must, of course, recollect that 
these prices are quoted for Teas, 
and, as the writer points out, are pos- 
sibly not absolutely oorrect, ut ao 
curate enough to show that the far- 
mer is getting the best of the situ- 
ation. 

While most of these prices would 
not apply in Canada there is no doubt 
that the farmers of Canada are pur- 
chasing their hardware and simflar 
than pre- 
vailed a generation, or even ten years 
ago, and are getting a better artic’e. 
Texas wheat is quoted at $1 per 
bushel, whereas wheat in Westera 
Canada is selling higher than that. 
It would seem that farmers are more 
favored under the war conditions that 
prevail to-day than, most of the other 
interests that go to make up _ the 
country. Certainly, farmers are much 
better .off than mechanics, many of 
whom are out of work in our cities, 


Farmers to-day have no cause to envy - 


the manufacturers, most of whom have 
to lie awake ut nights trying to devisa 
some means of making ends meet.
